Chief 
Justice Kent administered the oath to 
the new officers. Gov. Kibbey spoke 
briefly, referring to his twenty-one 
years of friendship for the new execu- 
| tive, Stating his belief that Gov. Sloan 


and his faith that this last Governor 
would be found one of the best ever 
known to the Territory. 

The inaugural address was brief. In 
it Gov. Sloan said: “It is my good for- 
tune to enter upon my duties with the 
assurance that I shall find that the 
public business has dnd is being ad- 
ministered with honesty, economy and 
efficiency. Under the administration 
of my distinguished predecessor, who 

ves and who I know has the re- 
spect and esteem of the people of the 
Territory, the public interests have 
been saféguarded and advanced with 
rare fidelity and intelligence. I can 
only hope, and it shall be my aim, 
to maintain the same high standard of 
public service. 

POLICY OF ECONOMY. 

“I have at this time no policies to 
Meciare, save and except that of econ- 
omy in public expenditures, efficiency 
in administration by the executive of- 
fieers and boards, and the impartial 
without fear 
or favor. There shail be no favored 
classes or interests, no discriminations 
in the matter of public favors. 

“This shall be a Republican adminis- 
tration, of course, but I trust not of- 
fensively so.

ALIFORNIA’S GREAT INNINGS. 
The ‘current year has been a remarkable one 
for the interests of California fruit growers. It is 
the first of May and the great bulk of the orange | 
crop has already been sold in the eastern markets 
at prices higher on the whole than ever realized in 
any previous season. The shipments of citrus 
fruit, taken altogether, for the season to date run 
a couple of thousand carloads above the heaviest 
previous season. Two thousand carloads is an in- 
crease of 10 per cent., and yet in spite of this con- 
siderable increment in the supply, so active has 
been the demand that everything offered has been 
promptly absorbed at unusually high prices. 

The weather here at home has been ideal for the 
orange growers of the State. Four weeks more of 
not-excessive temperature and the navel orange 
crop will all be safely marketed without any fletri- 
| ment suffered from unfavorable climatic influences. 

We are told from the North that the deciduous 
fruit crops are promising as great harvests as the 
citrus fruit growers have been gathering during 
the last few months. The cherries are almost ripe 
=a an abundant yield. They will be fol- 

soon by one deciduous crop after another 
until the grapes come, the latest in the autumn, 
and almost without exception the outlook is for 
heavy crops. , 

Happy the lot of the California fruit grower, 
and alas! unhappy the fortune of his brother hor- 
ticulturist on the other side of the continent. There 
every condition is exactly opposite. With the sun 
of May Day struggling through storm clouds to 
wey upon the a there come blizzards, ice 
and snow, retarding the development of the 
and destroying the fruit buds. _ aa 
- The people of ‘the East have been very greati 
dependent upon California orange groves for 4 
supply of fruit during the past winter, and now 
they are half happy in being able to look to us for 
a supply of deciduous fruit during the weeks of 
the early summer. It is eight weeks before July, 
and up in Minnesota and the Dakotas persons who 
can gather a mets of green peas or new potatoes 
for their dinner on Fourth of July will be envied 
by their neighbors. Those portions of the country 
have been in the habit of looking to the Gulf States 
for early vegetables and berries from the first of 
April to the time their own crops come in. As the 
summer advances the strawberry ripens farther 
and farther up the Mississippi River. This year 
there will be no early peas and beans, new potatoes 
nor berries from the Gulf States or from the val- 
ley of the Mississippi up to St. Louis. There is no 
“truck” nor is there any fruit going to the markets 
from that district yet, nor is there likely to be for 
some weeks to come. The whole East must look to 
us for supplies of fruit and early vegetables for 
six or eight weeks. 

The cherry growers in the central valleys of the 
State are preparing to ship their crop east by tens 
‘of carloads. The railroad managers and the fruit 
chippers would better take cognizance of conditions 
prevailing in New York and Chicago. They can 
hardly overstock the markets under present condi- 
tions with California fruits. Our strawberries 
caught to meet an active demand in Chicago as well 
as in St. Paul, and even St. Louis would probably 
be giad to have a few carloads at the present time. 
Cherries will be ripening fast in a week or ten 
days, and carload after carload of these ought to 
sell everywhere on the other side of the mountains. 


A SPLENDID RECORD, THIS. 

It is about a decade since the city of Los An- 
geles took over the distribution of the water sup- 
ply, which always belonged to the municipality, 
from the private corporation which had controlled 
the distribution of the water for thirty years. It 
has been an experiment in public administration 
worthy of all praise and imitation. The city has 
been exceedingly fortunate in the character and 
in the abiiity of the men who have served upon 
the Water Board, without any exception, from the 
inception of this administration to the present mo- 
ment. 

During all these yegrs we have been fortunate 
in having on the Water Board men who in the first 
place seemed to be without one particle of political 
bias in so far as their duties in office were con- 
cerned. In the next place they have been conspicu- 
ous for their strict, unimpeachable integrity, and in 
the third place they have been citizens who, having 
made a broad and brilliant mark in the manage- 
ment of their own business, have displayed in this 
public office the same high qualities of administra- 
tive ability that made them successful in their own 
affairs. 

It was under the leadership of one of the boards 
which have administered the water affairs of the 
city that the great Owens River project was con- 
ceived and carried through by them and others to 
the present very considerable progress made in the 
work of bringing this great river of sparkling water 
to the city gates. 
We have before us the latest results of the excel- 
lent management exercised by the present Water 
Board. Before the new charter turned over to the 
Board of Public Works the administration of the 
affairs of the water department the Board of Water 
Commissioners had paid into the treasury for in- 
‘terest and sinking furids a sum of $126,750. When 
a year ago the City Council was in straits for 
money to carry on the city government, the Finance 
Committee of that bedy appealed to the Water Board 
for help, and the board agreed to take care of the 
interest and sinking fund falling due on the first 
issue of the water bonds on the first day of May. 
The city water department on Friday transferred 
out of its regular receipts $78,733.60 for the pur- 
pose in view. This makes a total of $205,483.60 
paid into the city treasury from the water receipts 
of the city after the department had taken care 
of all its own expenses, including the large exten- 
sions made of water pipe lines and renewals upon 
the old lines. 

Two members of the Water Board have been in 
office now for more than seven years, the whole 
time since the city took over the administration 
of the water into its own hands. These are John J. 
Fay, Jr., and Gen. M. H. Sherman. These two 
gentiemen have been conspicuous for their devotion 
to the interests of the city during all these years. 
In addition, the present board consists of Gen. John 
R. Matthews, John H. Norton and former State 
Senator R. F. del Valle. 

Besides this splendid record in turning over nearly 
a quarter of a million dollars into the city treasury, 
during the past year the board purchased 300 car- 


miles of mains. There are now more than 700 
miles, and the consumers have increased from 24,- 
900 to 60,000. The main pumping plant at Buena 
Vista station has been renewed and increased in

HE TRANS-MISSISSIPPI COMMER- 
CIAL CONGRESS. 

The West has a number of organizations built 
up during recent years whose purpose is to draw 
attention to the West with the idea of helping in 
the development of the numerous sources of wealth 
lying dormant in this vast area of the country. 
None of these are more important than the Na- 
tional Irrigation Congress, which meets annually 
at different points in the West, and the Trans- 
Mississippi Commercial Congress, whose meetings 
are also annual and take place at various cities 
west of the Mississippi River. 

The last session of the Trans-Mississippi Com- 
mercial Congress was held in San Francisco in Oc- 
The next will meet in Denver, 
Colorado, August 16 to 21 of the current year. 
proceedings of the nineteenth annual 
session (the last one) have just been made public. 
The importance of the Congress is pretty clearly 
indicated in the almost 300 fat pages of printed 
matter made necessary to carry the proceedings.
